Three  of  the  four  suspects  in  the  July  24 
slaying  of  Uremia  ami  Erica  Ufferty  Tues¬ 
day  were  hound  over  for  trial,  each  charged 
with  two  count*  of  second  degree  murder, 
two  count*  of  conspiracy  to  commit  second 
degree  murdetamd  two  count*  of  burglary. 

Ron  Watson  Laffcrty.  Dan  Charles  Laf- 
ferty  ami  Ricky  Martin  Knapp  were  bound 
over  by  Hth  Circuit  Court  Judge  Robert  J. 
Sumsion  following  hour*  of  testimony  and 
evidence  presented  against  the  three  defen¬ 
dant*  during  a  preliminary  hearing. 
Arraignment  i«  set  for  Sept.  21  in  the  4th 
District  Court  in  Provo. 

Charles  Alan  Came*,  a  fourth  suspect, 
waived  his  preliminary’  hearing  to  testify  for 


the  state  of  Utah  am!  will  an|>ear  with  the 
others  for  arraignment  on  all  but  three  of  the 
charge*,  which  were  dropped  in  exchange 
for  testimony. 

The  I.afferty  brother*  argued  that 
Carnes'  testimony  was  “not  truthful"  ami 
that  he  contradicted  himself  several  time*. 
“All  of  (Deputy  Utah  County  Attorney 
Wayne)  Watson's  statements  depend  on

ance  at  devotional*  and  fonim*.  adding  that 
unless  attendance  increased,  the  devotional* 
and  forums  may  be  canceled. 

“Attendance  at  both  event*  has  been  steadi¬ 
ly  and  persistently  declining  for  over  ten  v  ear* 

.  .  .  If  attendance  continue*  to  decline,  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  series  is  in  serious  jeopardy,"  he 
said.  To  cease  holding  them  would  be  an  im¬ 
mense  loss  to  all  of  us  now  here,  and  even  more 
so  to  the  students  who  will  come  afier  us." 

An  attendance  problem  does  exist,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Ron  Hyde.  BY U  assistant  executive  vice 
president  in  charge  of  university  relations, 
which  include*  devotional*. 

There  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  attend¬ 
ance  in  the  last  ten  years,"  he  said.  Then,  we 
hail  an  average  of  7.000  to  10.000  students 
attending  all  devotional*.  Now  it  1*  about  4.000 
to  5,000  in  winter  semester  and  6.000  to  7,000 
In  fall." 

The  forum  attendance  I*  much  less  than  the 
devotional  attendance,  he  Mid. 

"Part  of  the  problem  is  that  the  brethren  (the 
general  authorities  of  The  t'hurch  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  latter-day  Saint)  have  tight  sche¬ 
dules  I f  they  feel  that  the  student*  aren’t  com¬ 
ing  to  listen  to  them,  they  won't  be  willing  to 
come  so  often."  Hyde  Mid. 

The  decline  has  been  in  spite  of  improved 
publicity,  which,  according  to  Hyde,  should 
leave  no  doubt  in  student.*’  mind*  about  when 
there  is  a  devotional. 

The  fact  is.  we  don’t  know  why  the  attend¬ 
ance  ha*  declined."  Hyde  Mid.  'We  do  have 
some  ideas,  but  we  don't  know  how  correct 

,h%£  ideas  include  increased  involvement 
in  academic*,  the  location  of  the  devotional* 
and  the  feet  that  the  devotional*  ami  forum* 
are  only  held  once  a  week,  rather  than  twice  a 
week  they  were  previously. 

Much  of  the  attendance  problem  is  a  matter 
of  perspective,  according  to  1-aVar  Bateman, 
chairman  of  the  Communications  Department . 
Bateman  wa*  in  charge  of  the  devotional*  for 
seven  year*  until  ISIS. 

BYU  attendance'  IT  hot  really  that  bad.  he 
•aid.  Compared  toother  universities,  there  U  a 
very  good  attendance  rate. 

“Moat  of  the  other  big  universities  in  the 
country’  don't  even  try  to  do  that  (hold  de¬ 
votional*  and  fonims).  Only  a  few  small,  reli- 
giou*  institutions  even  try  to  hokl  university- 
wide  devotional*  and  fonims.

Thursday's  ratification  of  two  new 
ASBYU  vice  presidents  ha*  raised  ques¬ 
tion*  concerning  how  ami  with  whom  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council  vacancie*  should  be  filled. 

Provision*  of  the  ASIIYU  Constitution, 
with  the  resignation  ami  suspension  of 
several  vice  presidents,  have  resulted  in 
an  ASBYU  Executive  Council  on  which 
appointees  outnumber  elected  officers  six 
to  five 

Dave  Nilsson  and  Glenn  Boschctto  w  ere 
ratified  Thursday  a»  financial  ami  social 
vice  president*,  respectively.  Nilsson  ami 
Bo** hello,  neither  of  whom  campaigned 
for  their  respective  offices  in  the  last  elec¬ 
tion*.  were  nominated  by  ASBYU  Presi¬ 
dent  Rob  Miller  ami  Vice  Prevalent  Steve 
Colton. 

The  ASBYU  Constitution  specifies  the 
student  body  president  ami  vice  president 
are  to  nominate  candidates  to  fill  ASBYU 
vacancies,  and  that  the  executive  council 
i*  to  ratify  or  turn  down  such  candidate* 

The  offices  of  attorney  general, 
ombudsman,  am!  public  relations  director 
are  filled  by  presidential  appointment. 
These  three,  with  the  recent  appoint- 
menu  and  the  appointment  la»t  April  of 
Gary  Ogden  to  replace  resigning 


academics  vice  president  Rob  Park,  bnng 
to  six  the  number  of  a|ipoin!cd  ASBYU 
officers.  Along  with  the  presidency  am! 
the  remaining  officer*,  the  executive 
council  ha*  a  total  membership  of  13. 

Ogden  ha<l  been  the  runner-up  In  the 
race  for  academic*  vice  president,  losing 
to  Park  by  only  21  vote*.  When  Park  res¬ 
igned.  citing  academic  pre*«ure»,  Ogden 
wa*  nominated  by  Miller  and  ratified  by 
the  executive  council. 

Edwin  ShephenDun.  who  lost  last 
year's  finance  vice  presidenti*'  race  by  12 
vote*,  was  interviewed  by  Miller  but  not 
nominated. 

Shephrnlvin  stated  in  a  Daily  Universe 
Interview  that  he  felt  Miller  could  ha\e 
handled  the  move  better.  Shephcrdson 
said  prior  placement  of  N'iUson  in  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Office  ami  difficulty  in  obtaining  an 
interview  with  Miller  made  him  feel  he 
wa*  given  only  "token"  consideration. 

Neither  Nilsson  or  Buschetto  were  in 
Utah  when  their  predecessors'  Standing 
came  under  question.  Both  men  were  con¬ 
tacted  by  Miller  ami  Colton  and  asked  to 
fill  in  unt  II  new  officer*  could  be  appointed, 
or  Conger  ami  Hav  ranck  could  be  rein¬ 
stated.  a  recording  to  Miller. 

The  executive  council  approved  Miller’s 
request  that  Nilsson  ami  Boschctto  be 
allowed  to  run  the  office*  until  replace¬ 
ment*  were  ratified. 


Nilsson's  qualification*  came  under 
question  in  the  executive  council  ratifica¬ 
tion  meeting  when  it  wa*  revealed  he  had 
previously  completed  only  one  accounting 
class.  Miller  told  The  Daily  Universe  that 
ASBYU  by-law*  specify  a  candidate  for 
finance  vice  president  must  complete 
accounting  201  ami  either  Accounting  202 
or  203,  or  show  comparable  ability.  Ic 
separate  interview*,  both  Miller  ami  Nils¬ 
son  said  they  felt  the  202  ami  203  classes 
wen-  inappicablc  to  the  duties  of  the  fi¬ 
nance  office  head. 

After  lengthy  discussion  in  the  council 
meeting,  the  accounting  requirement  wa* 
waived  for  Nilsson. 

Miller  and  Colton  defended  both  appuiie 
tees  a*  the  best  men  for  the  iob.  Miller  sai  J 
he  and  Colton  didn't  feel  obligated  to 
nominate  he  second  runner-up  in  the 
Financial  Office  case,  but  were  looking  for 
someone  who  would  be  a  good  team 
player. 

Miller  said.  "Student*  don't  always  elect 
the  best  person.  Our  Job  is  to  decide  who 
will  do  the  best  Job/  He  said  that  while 
Nilsson  lacked  one  of  the  called-for  das- 
ses.  so  hail  the  two  previous  finance  vice 
president*. 

Colton  called  Nilsson  a  “good  manager" 
ami  Mid  hi*  creativity  ami  idea*  hail  been 
factors  in  hia  selection. 


Hurricane  Diana's  fury 
leads  to  frantic  exodus 


Raindrops  keep  failin' 


cane  Diana  thundertd  toward  Cape  rear 
and  the  North  Carolina  coast  with  125  mph 
wind*  Tuesday  and  thousand*  fled  in  panic 
before  it*  burgeoning  fury. 

The  National  Hurricane  Center  said  it 
appeared  Diana  would  smash  ashore  north 

of  Wilmington  between  8  and  10  p.m. 

North  Carolina  Gov.  Jim  Hunt  called 
out  the  National  Guard  to  deal  with  the 
frantic  exodus  from  Wilmington,  where 
roads  leading  inland  were  jammed  with 
evacuees. 

Fire  sirens  howled  out  the  storm  warn¬ 
ing  across  the  beaches  and  marshlands  of 
the  North  Carolina  coast  from  WUmlngton 
south  to  Cape  Fear,  the  dreaded  shoals 
where  the  pirate  Blackboard  once  lurked. 


Motel  clerks  reported  there  was  not  a 
vacant  room  for  100  miles  inland  from 
Myrtle  Beach  and  Wilmington. 

The  season's  first  hurricane  wa*  50 
mile*  south  of  Wilmington.  N.C.,  and  the 
Oak  Island  Cast  Guard  station  at  Cape 
Fear  was  raked  by  gust*  up  to  60  mph. 

The  National  Hurrican  Center  at  Miami 
reported  late  Tuesday  the  storm  was  mov¬ 
ing  north  or  northeast  at  10  mph  and  If 
the  eye  wobbles  a  little  to  the  left,  the 
center  will  pass  over  the  Islands  to  the 
west  of  Cape  Fear  lha  evening." 

"However,  if  the  eye  wobbles  a  little  to 
the  right  the  center  will  paaa  near  or  a 


Forecaster  Mark  Zimmer  said,  "We  stiU 
think  it's  coming  ashore  tonight.  If  this 
trend  continues  ft  would  bring  it  in  a  little 
to  the  north  of  Wilmington." 

Zimmer  said  the  storm's  steering  cur¬ 
rents  were  weak  and  it  was  lurching  back 
and  forth  as  much  as  20  miles  off  it*  gener¬ 
al  course. 

It  appeared  the  rich  Grand  Strand  area 
of  hign-rite  condominiums  and  golf 
courses  around  Myrtle  Beach.  S.C. .  would 
be  spared  the  devastation  feared  earlier, 
when  forecasters  expected  the  storm  to 
come  ashore  between  Wilmington  and 
Myrtle  Beach  at  high  tide,  hurling  waves 
16  feet  high  against  the  coast.

The  Sept.  28  session  at  the  White 
House,  coming  just  week,  before  the 
general  election,  was  aimed  in  part  at 
undercutting  Democratic  challenger 
Walter  Mondale’s  claim,  that 
Reagan',  policies  have  plunged  the 
country  into  a  collision  course  with 
the  Soviet,  by  fostering  an  arms  race. 

The  most  Important  thing  is  what 
understanding  I  can  reach  with  Fore- 

t  Minister  Gromyko  to  convince 
that  the  United  Sutes  means  no 
harm."  Reagan  told  reporter*  in 
announcing  that  the  Soviet  foreign 
minister  had  accepted  his  Invitation. 


Improve  our  working  relationship 
with  the  Soviet  Union." 

Reagan,  referring  to  nuclear  stock¬ 
pile..  stressed  the  Importance  of 
trying  “to  see  if  sr  cannot  lessen  thi* 
threat  hanging  over  the  world  and  for 
which  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Un¬ 
ited  State*  are  mainly  responsible."

This  year  may  be 
the  wettest  ever 
if  trend  continues 

A  total  of  9.36  inchea  of  precipitation  fell  at  the 
BYU- Provo  Weather  Station  during  June.  July  and ' 
August,  making  this  summer  the  wettest  on  re¬ 
cord.  according  to  a  weather  station  officials. 

Dr.  Dale  Stevens,  professor  of  geography  and  a 
weather  specialist  at  BYU,  said  if  ihe  wet  trend  of 
•ummer  continue..  It  coukl  exceed  last  year’,  re¬ 
cord  of  32.31  inches  of  precipitation.  "Only  2.14 
Inches  of  precipitation  is  needed  to  set  that  new 
record."  he  said.  The  water  year  end.  Sept.  30. 

Stevens  said  August  brought  2.56  inches  of  rain, 
bringing  the  water  yrar  to  30. 19  Inchea.  This  estab¬ 
lished  another  record  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year.

The  project  will  involve  three  phases,  with  the 
first  phase  supplying  heat  to  Provo  High  School. 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  and  other  surrounding  build¬ 
ings,  including  University  Villa  Apartments. 
Phase,  two  ami  three  will  expand  the  area  of  dis¬ 
tribution  from  200  South  to  around  1400  .North. 

Garth  Limburg,  director  of  the  project,  said  the 
project  will  involve  healing  water  at  the  plant  by 
burning  coal,  distributing  the  water  to  the  custom¬ 
ers  where  the  heal  will  be  used,  and  returning  the 
water  back  to  the  plant  where  it  will  be  reused. 

The  water  is  heated  1o  210  degree*  Farenlwil  for 
future  cogeneration  purposes.  Cogeneration  is  the 
production  at  heat  and  electricity,  and  Limburg 
stated  this  Is  the  optimum  efficierKV  temperature. 

According  to  Limburg,  this  new  heating  proce*s 
will  be  more  efficient  than  fuel  because  of  no  cycling 
and  startup  losses.  He  projects  the  f-el-co*t  sav¬ 
ings  over  a  10-year  period  for  the  school  alone  to  be 
$260,000  with  pay  back  for  connection  to  the  system 
in  six  years. 

The  concept  of  drawing  heat  and  power  from 
water  is  not  new.  but  Provo  will  be  the  first  city  in 
Utah  to  use  such  a  system,  he  said. 

Funds  for  the  cost  of  the  project  will  come  from 
Provo  City  Power’s  reserve  fiind.  These  funds  will 
pay  for  equipment,  piping  ami  labor,  while  connec¬ 
tion  costs  will  be  paid  for  by  the  customers. 

Project  design  work  is  now  being  done  with  plans 
.  for  phase  one  to  be  completed  by  this  time  next 
year. 

Provo  already  lias  the  accord  lowest  power  rates 
In  the  sute.  he  said,  and  now  those  rates  will  be 
even  lower  for  those  involved  with  the  project.

Coming  off  two  Impressive  wins  ntul 
with  a  lofty  |irrrh  in  the  poll*,  the  BYT 
football  team  is  on  top  of  the  world  The 
Cougars  are  an  overwhelming  favorite  to 
win  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  title 
for  the  ninth  consecutive  year 

Already  the  sound  of  *|»iled  It  VC  fan* 
complaining  about  the  <  ’.-igar-’  continued 
membership  in  the  WAC  can  be  heard. 
"We're  ready  for  bigger  tnd  better 
things.”  the  argument  goes.  “The  WAC  is 
small  potatoes." 

After  all,  Arizona  and  Arizona  Stale  left 
the  conference  ami  n.,w  partake  of  the 
glory  ami  prestige  of  the  Pacific  HI.  Or 
BYu  could  go  the  route  of  Notre  Dame 
and  go  indepemlent. 

So  the  argument  goes.  But  if  these 
"fans"  would  consider  the  consequences  of 
the  Cougars  leaving  the  conference,  they 
would  have  to  reconsider  their  position. 

One  big  question  remain*  unanswered: 
If  BYU  left  the  WAC.  where  would  it  go? 

It  is  beyond  belief  that  the  Pac-10  would 
be  interested  in  becoming  the  Pac-ll. 
Even  with  10  teams,  it’s  practically  im¬ 
possible  to  play  even’  ot  her  member  of  the 
cmifcrencc  in  football.  With  II.  it  would  hr 
out  of  the  <nir*tinn 

The  Big  Eight  might  be  interested  in 
having  a  school  of  BYU1*  ealiberjoin  its 
ranks,  but  not  a  school  in  Utah.  The  only 
Big  Eight  school  anywhere  near  BYC  i* 
Colorado,  and  the  Buffalo*  an-  on  tin-  far 
western  fringe  of  their  conference  All  the 
other  Big  FigV.  *choc!«  arc  .-o  far  a  wav 
they  make  El  Paso  seem  like  it's  just  next 
doer. 

That  leaves  such  “major”  conferences  as 


the  Pacific  Coast  Athletic  Association  and 
the  Big  Sky.  Even  if  BYl’  wanted  to  join, 
those  leagues  probably  wouldn’t  be  In¬ 
terested  in  the  WAC*  bully  becoming 
their  own. 

The  only  remaining  option  would  be  for 
BYU  to  ^independent  —  the  worst 

The  simple  fact  is:  There  are  no  major 
independents  west  of  the  Mississippi. 
While  in  the  East  there  are  such  indepen¬ 
dent*  ns  Pitt,  Penn  State.  Notre  Dame. 
Miami.  Syracuse  and  Boston  College,  the 
West  lost  it*  Ia*t  major  non-aligned  team 
when  Air  Force  joined  the  WAC. 

So  BY  C  would  be  faced  with  the  task  of 
scheduling  members  of  conference*  whose 
schedule*  an-  nearly  filled  with  league 
games  or  traveling  across  the  length  of  the 
l  'nitetl  states  to  play  the  eastern  indepen¬ 
dent  s.  Neither  prospect  is  particularly 
attractive. 

As  the  situation  stand*.  BYU  Is  achiev¬ 
ing  two  long  sought-after  goal*.  Not  only 
are  the  Cougar*  competing  effectively  in 
the  conference,  but  the  big-name  non¬ 
conference  foe*  are  providing  national  rec- 

mttion 

Those  same  games  are  bringing  the 
Cougars  to  the  attention  of  football 
coaches  across  the  nation  —  through  game 
film*. 

The  NCAA  requires  teams  to  provide 
opponent*  with  game  film*  of  their  last 
three  gam*-*  The  Cougars’  games  against 
Pitt.  Baylor  tnd  Tulsa  mean  coaches  at 
some  rather  well-known  schools  wlU  be 
watching  BYU.

The  Aztecs  have  aspirations  in 
that  direction,  and  it  would  be  fan  to  watch 
them  get  murdered  by  other  California 
schools.  Hawaii  is  just  too  far  away  for 
teams  in  Utah,  Wyoming  and  Colorado. 

Give  Air  Force  to  somebody.  If  the  Big 
Eight  won’t  take  them,  let  them  go  inde¬ 
pendent  again.  The  Falcons  may  have 
helped  the  WAC’*  reputation  in  football 
the  last  two  years,  but  it  won’t  last.  And 
they  arr  simply  on  embarrassment  in  bas¬ 
ketball.

expected  to."  Whitaker  said.  “We  need  to  do  a 
better  Job  of  educating  them.- 

According  to  Whitaker,  standard*  need*  to  he 
re-emphasized  each  semester  because  of  the  num¬ 
ber*  of  new  ami  returning  students. 

The  Honor  Code  states,  “the  attire  of  both  men 
and  women  should  always  be  modest,  neat,  clean 
and  acoropriate  to  the  dignity  of  a  representative 
of  B^  U  ami  The  Churrh  of  Jesus  Chnst  of  latter- 
day  Saints." 

A  footnote  to  thi*  statement  was  added  last  year 
reading:  “Violations  of  thi*  general  requirement 
are  interpreted  as  any  unusual  wearing  apparel  or 
physical  alteration,  such  as  color  or  style  of  hair, 
which  bring  undue  attention.  Earrings  and  cxce- 
aive  Jewelry’  on  men  are  not  in  compliance  with 
dress  and  grooming  standards. - 

The  code  I*  specific  in  stating  what  attire  is 
appropriate  ami  what  is  considered  grubby.  "Grub¬ 
by  attire  includes  tank  tops,  sweat  suits,  jogging 
attire,  bib  overall*,  clothes  with  hole*  or  clothes 
which  are  noticeably  frayed,  cutoff  or  patched." 

Manv  student*  are  referred  to  the  Standards 
Office  by  places  requiring  an  activity  sticker  such 
as  the  library  and  tne  testing  center. 

Concerned  student*  are  also  taking  action.  “Be¬ 
lieve  it  or  not  many  violator*  are  turned  in  by 
students."  Whitaker  aakl. 

Those  who  are  turned  in  to  the  Standards  Office, 
usually  receive  a  letter  inviting  them  to  come  to  the 
office  for  a  visit. 

The  first  visit  usually  constitute*  a  warning  Af¬ 
ter  the  Initial  visit,  there  are  not  many  second- 
timer*,  said  Whitaker.  Those  who  do  return  are 
given  counsel  and  sometimes  put  on  probation. 

“By  and  large,  the  students  have  an  excellent 
attitude  and  follow  the  standard*.

U.S.  interest  groups 
is  topic  of  lecture 


Dr.  AmiUi  Etiionl,  ■  professor  of 
sociology  *t  Georg*  Washington  Uni¬ 
versity.  will  speak  on  the  role  of  in- 
tereat  groupa  in  American  democracy 
at  730  today  in  the  ELWC  ballroom. 

While  most  political  scientista 
argue  that  Interest  groups  are  an  in¬ 
tegral  and  beneficial  part  of  democra¬ 
cy.  Eicon!  holds  the  opposite  view. 

He  believes  that  "me-isro"  amid 
other  self-centered  pop-psychologies 
are  anti-social.  They  discount  the 
bonds  people  ought  to  have  to  one 
another  and  to  society  and  instead 
emphasize  self-centered  individual- 
lain.  he  said. 

Etxioni  has  been  a  consultant  to 
business  and  developed  his  own 
method  of  organizations!  analysis.  He 
waa  senior  sdviser  to  the  White 
House  in  1979-80  and  adviser  to  other 
administrations.  He  is  the  director  of 
the  Center  for  Policy  Research, 
which  he  four-led  in  1968.  In  1W2  a 
study  ranked  him  as  the  first  of  a 
group  of  30  who  made  major  contribu- 
tiona  to  public  policy  analysis  in  the 
last  decade.
